The  Street-Lighting:  Contract 

By  the  publication  of  an  amended 
contract  for  electric  lighting  the 
appointment  of  a  public  meeting  to 
consider  its  provisions  the  Township 
Committee  have  shown  their  willing- 
uess  to  be  guided  by  public  opinion. 
This  is  as  it  should  be.  This  is  a 
town  w  lie  re  the  people  goverL.  No 
important  change  in  local  government 
was  ever  made,  no  great  public  work 
was  ever  inaugurated  here  without 
having  first  been  considered  in  a 
meeting  to  which  .all  the  citizens  were 
iuvited. 

Moreover,  the  introduction  of  a 
danse  in  the  contract  requiring  the 
consent  <*f  property-owners  to  be 
secured  More  the  contract  is  signed 
is  a  movement  in  the  right  direction. 

It  wpuld  not  have  been  pleasant  for 
taxpayers  to  be  required  to  sign  away 
the  right  to  .plant  poles  in  front  of 
their  property  under  penalty  of  beiDg 
left  in  darkness  if  they  refused. 

Another  wise  provision  is  the  clause 
to  limit  the  franchise  to  a  definite 
term.  Whether]  seven  years  is  not 
long  is  a  question.  There  is  no 
doubt  about  a  jierpetual  franchise. 

It  should  not  be  given. 

The  contract  now  printed  should 
I*,  carefully  studied  by  taxpayers,  to 
the  eud  that  no  error  nmybe  made 
either  in  the  matter  or  method  of  the 
franchise  givenjbr  the  rights  secured. 
But  more  than  this  should  be  done 
The  whole  matter  should  be  gone 
over  anew.  Grafting  that  the  electric 
lights  are  a  great  improvement  over 
gas  would  it  not  1*>  better  to  have 
them  furnished  by  a  local  company? 
If  so  such  a  company  should  be 
privileged  to  Udce  the  initiative  in 
raising  the  neetpsary  funds,  obtaining 
i  he  consent  of  property  owners,  and 
buying  the  patent  rights  of  the  cheap 
cat  and  Iwst  Company,  and  finally 
making  a  contract  directly  with  the 
township. 

There  are  still  many  facts  to  be 
gathered  as  tu  the  best  system  of 
.  f  electric  lights,  cost  of  introduction 
into  the  houses  and  methods  of 
placing  the  wires  underground. 

Upon  the  or**  hand  we  are  told 
that  the  cost  wiring  houses  for 
•Hettnc  lights  ajrd  furnishing  lanqw  is 
excessive,  if  not  prohibitive  altogether, 
ami  u}>on  the  other  that  it  call  be 
cheaply  done.  We  are  told  that  tbs 
placing  of  wu  t-s  underground  is  so 
expensive  as  to  .make  it  impracticable 
in  iv  country  tiwu.  Others  tell  us 
that  it  can  be  cheaply  and  effectively 
.lone.  Estimates  of  total  cost  of 
twenty  miles  of  underground  wires 
van  from  *30.oj>0  to  $100,000. 

If  it  can  be  «We  for  $30,000’ the 
wires  ought  certainly  to  go  under 
ground.  The  litrger  sum  is  probably 
loo  great  to  be  Considered. 

•  Figures  sbou|!d  be  obtained  as  to 
the  cost  of  pilrchasing  plants  of 
different  com  par  ies  with  the  view  to 
*  organizing  a  local  company  with 
underground  wires  if  possible. 

Such  a  company  would  l>e  an  or¬ 
nament  to  the  tpwn,  useful  iji  show 
mg  its  public  spirit  and  a  lielji 
developing  its  resources. 

Much  of  the  dissatisfaction  which 
Iras  arisen  in  regard  to  the  street 
-lighting  contract  is  due  to  the  lack  of 
reliable  information  which-  has  been 
ojien  to  the  tax  payers.  With  the  op 
\  ortiAity  to  consider  what  has  been 
done,  to  correct  what  is  still  in  need 
.  f  correction,  or  to  annul  the  action 
already  takeu,  if  this  is  deemed  advis- 
able,  tlfis  cause  of  complaint  Will 
quickly  pass  away.  j  ,
